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Production  ^ Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milk-fat  was 'estimated  at  3,590,000  gallons,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
reports.  This  was  2 percent  less  than  the  output  of  July  1955  and  was  8 percent 
smaller  than  that, of  July  195i4-«  Compared  with  July  last  year,  increases  in  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Texas, ' Montana  and  Oregon  were  slightly  more  than  offset  by  decreases  in 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Oklahoma  and  California, 

In  the  first  7 months  of  1956,  Mellorine  production  totaled  19,700,000  gallons- 
- 2 percent  larger  than  in  the  same  period  of  1955  and  5 percent  more  than  the 
January  - July  output  of  1951|. 

Mellorine  production  declined  about  2 percent  between  June  and  July  this  year, 
compared  with  a rise  of  3 percent  a year  earlier  and  a gain  of  8 percent  between 
these  months  in  195Ii.  Betxireen  June  and  July  this  year,  output  advanced  only  in 
Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Oregon,  A sharp  drop  in  Missouri  and  small  declines  in 
Illinois  and  Texas  more  than  countered  the  advances.  Production  held  steady  in 
Alabama,  Montana  and  California. 

Production  of  Mellorine  in_ Ju3^  1955  was  estimated  at  3,670,000  gallons,  or  6 
percent  smaller  than  the  July  19517  output.  Gains  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Montana  and 
Oregon  wore  far  more  than  offset  by  losses  in  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Califor- 
nia, Illinois’  output  in  July  1955  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  that  of  July  195^5, 

J5.9.  cream  production  during  July  was  estimated  at  70,6J|5,000  gallons  — 1 per- 
cent less  than  the  July  output  last  year.  In  the  first  7 months  of  1956,  ice  cream 
production  was  up  5 percent  from  the  same  period  of  1955 • July  sherbet  production 
was  down  9 percent  from  July  a year  ago. 
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
